build. T h ey knew it w ould cost from $2,600 to $3,500 to build this bridge. The 
coun ty board appropriated $2,600. T h e bridge cost about $3,100. 
T h e city 
paid $1,638 of the $2,600 and then paid $500 out of its own treasury to com ­ 
plete it and furnished the services of the board of public w orks and engineer­ 
ing departm ent free of charge. T h e county board very generously tried to 
give this bridge back to the city of L a C rosse to m aintain; but in this it w ill 
m iss the m ark when it com es to a show down. 
T h e city of L a C rosse is 
not under any legal obligation to m aintain the B lack river bridge. It w ill 
not be either until the question is subm itted to and indorsed by a vote of 
the people of this city.” 


N ow the county board claim s to rem em ber that on investigation it was 


found that the $2,600 paid by the coun ty 
actually 
paid the w hole bill 


fo r that bridge, and that the $3,100 is a m yth w hich w as blow n in by the 


board of public w orks to soothe the county. 


E*cn so, 'tis not so horrible, for originally the city tax payers dug 


tip their share of the $2,600.

seem s hardly an indictable offense; th ey ’re losing patience out in the coun­ 


try, that’s all. 


B ut now com es the allegation which, if true, m akes 
excusable
